Frustrating the Grace of God 

Nothing brings greater joy and peace 
to the heart than a full, personal grasp 
of the good news that “by grace are 
ye saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: not of 
works, lest any man should boast” (Eph, 
2:8, 9). And what a tragedy it is when 
the gift of salvation through Christ is 
kept from the multitudes by religious 
leaders! The whole, hopeless, soul-de- 
stroying system of teaching of the Roman 
Catholic Church was unwittingly sum- 
med up recently by one of its bishops. 


The Pope has transferred Bishop John 
F. O’Hara from Buffalo to Philadelphia, 
to succeed Cardinal Dougherty. In a 
statement given to the press he is re- 
ported to have said: “The co-operation 
I have received here in Buffalo has been 
simply marvelous. When I came here I 
told the people at my installation that 
my job was to save my soul and to help 
the people save theirs. I could save my 
own only by helping them to save theirs, 
It was a co-operative job. I asked for 
co-operation and had,the most complete 
co-operation any Bishop could have 
asked for.” No wonder! It was the co- 
operation of fear-driven men trying to 
help other fear-driven men, without any 
final word of assurance; of men whose 
houses were built on the sand and now 
crumbling in the floods, trying to res- 
cue other men from the swirling waters: 
of blind leaders of the blind, groping 
in this world’s darkness and peering 
helplessly into eternity, reaching out for 
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faint gleams of reflected light and not 
allowing the Sun of Righteousness t 
rise among them with healing in Hi 
Wings. If even the Bishop must sav 
his own soul by his own works befor 
he can help others, what hope is there 
for lower dignitaries and sinners with- 
out title? The hope of salvation is just 
where it ever was: in Christ, the Rock, 
the Light of the world, the Lamb of 
God, who alone can save perishing men 
and take away their sin. Writing to the 
Galatians on law and grace, Paul said, 
“I do not frustrate the grace of God: 
for if righteousness come by the law, 
then Christ is dead in vain” (Gal, 2:21). 
And Peter wrote: “Forasmuch as ye 
know that ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and gold, 
from your vain conversation received 
by tradition from your fathers; but with 
the precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without spot”

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The Revival at Houghton College

HE recent revival at Houghton Col- 
lege had all the signs of a real 
spiritual awakening. There was 
earnest prayer; the outpouring of God’s 
Spirit: a great love for the lost: the 
salvation of souls; public confession of 
sin: and restoration for past wrong- 
doing. 

Houghton College is in northern New 
York, about sixty miles from Buffalo. 
The enrollment this approxi- 
mately six hundred students, from some 
forty-eight denominations, 

From the very beginning of the re- 
vival, the president of the College, Dr. 
Stephen W. Paine, and the dean of men, 
Mr. Henry Brandt, gave the revival full 
right of way. Chapel periods were pro- 
longed and classes were set aside while 
the Spirit of God moved upon the hearts 
of the students.

The first news of the revival that 
reached us in Philadelphia came through 
the Rev. Andrew Telford, pastor of Ber- 
achah Church. He had been at Allen- 
town, Pa., and heard a student from 
Houghton tell how the revival began. 
At the weekly prayer meeting of minis- 
ters in Philadelphia, Pastor Telford said: 

“A few days ago I spoke at a meeting 
in Allentown, Pa. At the close of the 
meeting we had testimonies. A young 
man stood up and said: ‘I am a stu- 
dent in Houghton College. I praise the 
Lord for the revival that has broken 
out there. Last Sunday evening a num- 
ber of girls, who lived in a house used 
as a dormitory, banded themselves to- 
gether to pray. While they were pray- 
ing the Spirit of God spoke to their 
hearts about being definite in prayer, 
and urged them to pray about things 
in their lives that were hindering the 
power and the blessing of God. 

“*As the girls earnestly prayed, some 
of them felt a peculiar constraint to con- 
fess their sins to the Lord. Their hearts 
were so moved upon by the Holy Spirit 
that they began to confess to the Lord 
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the coldness of their hearts toward the 
lost. As the prayer meeting went on, 
girls in other buildings on the campus 
were also stirred. These girls joined 
the others in prayer, and soon the house 
was overcrowded. 

“‘Before midnight they went to the 
chapel, and there they continued in 
prayed. Some of the girls went to the 
dormitories where they had unsaved col- 
lege friends. They got them out of bed, 
took them to the meeting, and prayed 
with them. Their girl friends were 
saved, and stood up and testified to the 
fact that they were now born again. 

“*While this was going on among the 
girls, the Spirit of God was dealing in 
the same way with a group of young 
men in the boys’ dormitory. They prayed 
unitedly, pouring out their hearts to 
God in confession of sin. They, too, 
became immediately concerned about 
their unsaved college companions. They 
went back to their rooms, got them out 
of bed, and led them to Christ. 

“‘The meeting went on all that night. 
The next day they all went to their 
classes, but they had not been there long 
when the Spirit of God so prevailed 
upon teachers and students that they 
had to close the classes and meet in 
the church. No human leader stood in 
the way of the Lord’s Spirit. The leaders 
said, “Let the Lord have His way.” 

“Some of the students said: “I have 
to go home and make things right with 
my own people, and with my fellow 
Christians in the church.” Groups of 
students called “flying squadrons” went 
to churches around Buffalo and gave 
their personal testimony of the mighty 
movement of the Spirit of God in their 
own hearts, Christians in these 
churches were stirred. They confessed 
their sins and made things right with 
their brethren. Saved people are being 
revived and quickened by the power of 
the Holy Spirit, and sinners are turning 
to Christ.’” 

Before the revival at Houghton began, 
Jim Vaus had been invited to hold some 
meetings for the students. It will be 
remembered that Jim Vaus had been an 
associate of Mickey Cohen, the notorious 
gambler. But Jim was converted two 
years ago in the Billy Graham meet- 
ings in Los Angeles, and since that time 
he has been going up and down the 
land preaching the Gospel. 

Mr. Vaus arrived at Houghton at God’s 
providential moment, after the revival 
had been going on for a week. His 
messages were a real help in deepening 
the work of grace, and in urging the 
students to spend more time with the 
Word of God. Mr. Vaus kindly gave me 
some striking testimonies of the students 
during his stay at Houghton. He said: 

“At the close of a service at the church 
a young man came up to me and said: 
‘Mr. Vaus, during the revival that we 
have had this past week, I stood to 
testify as to what the Lord wrought in 
my own heart. But I must confess that 
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I have not allowed the Lord to go deep 
enough in my heart, and to ferret out 
all that was displeasing to Him.’ 

“He wanted to know what procedure 
he should follow in order to make proper 
restitution in regard to a case of burg- 
lary in one of the Buffalo schools. He 
had previously been questioned in re- 
gard to the incident and had given false 
testimony to the state police as well as 
the school officials. After talking over 
the matter, and praying concerning it, 
he was convicted in his own heart that 
he should go to the school involved, as 
well as to the state police. This he did. 

“There were many that insisted upon 
telling at the chapel services about what 
the Lord had done in their lives. When 
these testimonies began, it was impos- 
sible to stop them. The students would 
stand in great numbers, waiting for the 
privilege of publicly confessing wrong- 
doing of the past, or of telling what 
God had done in their lives. One young 
man, handsomely groomed, said: ‘I am 
a thief. I have stolen from many peo- 
ple, and robbed many in this college 
Perhaps not the thief that many of you 
would think about; but I have stolen 
from many of you your good name, your 


reputation.’ He quoted Proverbs 22:1, 
‘A good name is rather to be chosen 
than great riches, and loving favour 


rather than. silver and gold,’ and said: 
‘Because I have robbed you of your good 
name and your fine reputations, I have 
been worse than a thief, and have taken 
that which is of greater value than 
silver or gold. I wish to ask the for- 
giveness of the student body, and of the 
faculty as well.’ 

“There were many students, as well 
as faculty members, who stood to con- 
fess their neglect of the Word of God 
in their own personal life. Still others 
testified, as the days went by, of the 
wondrous change that had taken place 
in their lives as they turned again to 
the inspiring instruction of the Word 
of God. During my days at the school 
the Lord laid it upon my heart to em- 
phasize the reading and rereading of 
the Word of God as the only means by 
which this revival could be continued 
in the hearts of young and old alike. 
I told them that the only way to live 
above the clouds, and to walk close to 
the Lord would be to spend much time 
day by day with the Word of God, and 
in prayer. 

“Two of the hymns that broke out 
spontaneously again and again were 
‘Just a Closer Walk With Thee,’ and 
‘Nearer, Still Nearer.’ During the past 
two years I have traveled thousands and 
thousands of miles and have been in 
different churches almost daily, but 
never had I heard such spontaneous sing- 
ing as came from the hearts of these 
students, and filled the building with 
the rich melody that only God can give.”

Was Joseph Just 
a Shrewd Politician? 


Your magazine has been a blessing 
to me and mine for many years. [| 
always enjoy your replies to the open 
letters. his is my first question to 
you. 

I have always thought of Joseph as 
a type of Christ, in that, under God, 
he was a savior of his people. Not 
long ago in a discussion of Bible char- 
acters an elder made this, to me, shock- 
ing statement: ‘Joseph was just an- 
other Hitler. He so managed till those 
poor Egyptians sold everything, even 
themselves to the government. They 
were slaves, living on sufferance of 
Joseph, who was the government.” 

In vain Genesis 50:20 was quoted, 
the fact that the people begged Joseph 
to accept their bodies was cited, but 
he stuck to his statement. I know 
the people admitted they belonged to 
Pharaoh (Gen. 47: 14-25), but it sounds 
as if they were grateful for being alive 
and.counted Joseph as their preserver, 

The elder just remarked, “That just 
goes to show how slick Joseph was.” 
Do you believe Joseph did wrong when 
he handled the situation as he did?— 
A Scuth Carolina reader. 

If Joseph had been an unscrupulous 
schemer, he would hardly be included in 
the gallery of the faithful in Hebrews 
11: “By faith Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of the 
children of Israel: and gave command- 
ment concerning his bones” (v. 2). 
Stephen, a man filled with the Spirit, 
in his last message said of Joseph: “God 
was with him, and delivered him out of 
all his afflictions, and gave him favour 
and wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt: and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all his house” (Acts 7: 
9, 10). A very great blessing was pro- 
nounced upon Joseph by Moses (Deut. 
33: 13-17). There is not a word in Scrip- 
ture to indicate that Joseph was anything 
but a righteous man who loved, trusted, 
and served God, 

The South Carolina reader was quite 
right in quoting Genesis 50:20, for it 
clearly shows God’s purpose in His deal- 
ings with Joseph—“But as for you, ye 
thought evil against me; but God meant 
it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is 
this day, to save much people alive.” She 
is also correct in her interpretation of 
Genesis 47:14-25, for the people said to 
Joseph, “Thou hast saved our lives: let 
us find grace in the sight of my lord, 
and we will be Pharaoh's servants.” 
Joseph is one of the finest Old Testa- 
ment types of Christ. 

It would seem that the elder who made 
that rash statement was either an unbe- 
liever, who hates the Word of God; or, 
perhaps a saved man, very much out of 
fellowship with God, and covering his 
own sin by making slurs against the 
Bible. So-called intellectual difficulties 
generally have their root in the heart. 
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Bringing Christ to Delinquent Boys 


Showing the love of God to those who are 
lonely, homesick, and rebellious 


“T BELIEVE everything you say 
about Heaven and hell, but it is 
too late. I have done something 
that God cannot forgive.” 

So spoke a desperate, fourteen-year- 
old boy who had been sent to reform 
school for ‘attempted murder. He was 
speaking with Edward J. Bateman of 
the Fuller Evangelistic Foundation. Mr. 
Bateman is a chaplain devoting his life 
to salvaging boys and girls who are 
brought to his attention by the police, 
reform schools, and detention homes, 

One of the purposes of this article 
is to acquaint readers of THE SUNDAY 
ScHoo. Times with the background of 
such boys, so that they may understand 
why they ccmmit robbery, murder, and 
many revolting crimes. Perhaps one 
of the reasons for the lack of interest 
in these boys ts that their sordid home 
conditions are not known by the public 
in general, and the Christian church in 
particular. However, many have been 
reclaimed and are now living witnesses 
of God’s redeeming love. 

Chaplain Bateman as a boy spent four 
years in a children’s home. He knows 
something about the homesickness, and 
the loneliness, and the feeling of des- 
peration that comes with the thought 
that no one cares. He has experienced 
the longing for a home with a father 
and mother like other boys and girls. 


Preparation for Work With Boys 

While preparing fer the ministry at 
Moody Bible Institute, “Eddie” Bate- 
man became interested in delinquent 
boys and girls. His practical work as- 
signment for two years took him to the 
juvenile detention home in Chicago. He 
became so concerned about the souls 
of these homeless children that he 
changed his course of study to that of 
Christian Education in order to prepare 
himself for work with boys. 

For some years after graduation, Mr. 
Bateman traveled from coast to coast 
working with boys in welfare organ- 
izations and children’s homes. By ex- 
perience he learned that the best way 
to win the confidence of these boys is 
to spend at least two weeks living with 
them in the reform school] or industrial 
home. The first week is spent circulat- 
ing among the boys in their work and 
play, or in their cells and rooms, as the 
case may be. These casual and friendly 
contacts go a long way toward winning 
confidence. It is not always easy. These 
boys have been rendered suspicious, and 
are constantly on their guard. They 
know they are sinners and feel that 


there is no hope. 
The problem of winning a boy’s confi- 


It is not easy to talk about the 
Gospel to defiant boys and girls who 
have already started toward a life 
of crime. But there is a man who 
is devoting his life to it, and Mr. 
Whitwell, whose name is known to 
many Times readers and who is asso- 
ciated with Charles E. Fuller, director 
of the Old Fashioned Revival Hour, 
tells his story in this article. He is 
Edward J. Bateman, chaplain to chil- 
dren of the Juvenile Court in Cali- 
fornia, who is also affiliated with the 
Fuller Evangelistic Foundation. Since 
Mr. Bateman himself spent four 
years as a boy in a children’s home, 
he understands the despair that grips 
the hearts of boys and girls who 
have no home of their own.

He 
comes from a home where he is told, 
“You were never wanted.” He early 
plans to run away and determines to 
get revenge for what he feels has been 
“a raw deal.” He leaves home and be-

gins a career of stealing, destruction of 
property, and other forms of vicious 
living. Chaplain Bateman has dealt with 
seven minors who committed murder. It 
is not long before the runaway is caught 
and sent to reform school. Things are 
little better here. No one loves him, and 
because of what he feels is rough and 
unjust treatment his resentment becomes 
deep seated. 

Each evening while at the school, the 
chaplain conducts a Gospel meeting 
which the entire school, except Roman 
Catholics and those in solitary confine- 
ment, is required to attend. A Bible 
story and chalk talk or an object les- 
son, enlivened by “magic,” occupies the 
hour. Boys who desire an interview 
with Mr. Bateman send a_ request 
through the superintendent. Some boys 
come to these interviews in a somewhat 
skeptical attitude, perhaps wondering, 
What’s this guy’s racket? 


A Responsive Chord 

Knowing the boy’s background and 
probable skepticism, the chaplain greets 
him with a smile and friendly hand- 
shake, and says earnestly, “I've come 
to help you.” 

“Do you mean you can get me out of 
here!” 

“Well, I don’t know about that, but 
perhaps I can help you spiritually.” 

“What do you mean by that?” 

“Have you ever gone to 
school?” 

Sometimes this strikes the responsive 
chord of a neglected but tender mem- 
ory. In any event, before the inter- 
view is concluded the chaplain has 
prayed and the boy has promised to read 
the Gospel of John. 

“Uncle Eddie,” as he comes to be called 
before long, tells of an eight-year-old 
lad: 

“This boy was listed as incorrigible 
and beyond control. When I saw him 
I could not believe that he was as bad 
as reputed. I told him that -God loved 
him, and that I thought he was a fine 
boy. I told him I was sure that, if he 
would let the Lord have control of his 
life, he would grow up to be a fine man 
He gladly accepted the Lord as his Sav- 
iour,, and we prayed together. With 
tears falling, he told me I was the first 
one who had ever talked to him like 
that. ‘They think I’m a criminal and no 
good, and that I will end up in the pen- 
itentiary.. When my time came to leave 
the school, I went to see him. We had 
prayer, and then he snuggled up to me, 
and said, ‘Uncle Eddie, I don’t want to 
see you go.’ That is what Christ in the

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heart and a little human love will do 
for such boys.” 

Several years ago, Chaplain Bateman’s 
work came to the attention of Charles 
E. Fuller of the Old Fashioned Revival 
Hour. When told of the difficulties Mr. 
Bateman was having trying to carry the 
work alone, he offered to take him un- 
der the wing of the Fuller Evangelistic 
Foundation. Shortly after gratefully ac- 
cepting this help, Mr. Bateman won favor 
with the Los Angeles County Juvenile 
Home. Over sixteen thousand cases of 
juvenile delinquency pass through the 
Los Angeles courts each year. Many 
of these youths are hardened criminals, 
and unless something happens to change 
their thinking they will soon be occupy- 
ing cells in the state or federal prisons. 

The chaplain speaks interestingly of 
one phase of this work: 

“During the summer of 1951, I co-oper- 
ated with Youth for Christ Lifeline 
Boys’ Camps. These camps are located 
in various parts of California. Many 
days were spent interviewing police of- 
ficials and probation officers all over the 
state. Many of the boys arriving in 
these camps are hard and tough. By 
using the Bible stories, chalk talks, and 
object lessons, the chaplain and the 
Y.F.C. counselors have been used to lead 
over two hundred to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. These boys are being followed 
up by Lifeline Clubs throughout the 
state. At the present time, Mr. Bate- 
man has two hundred and fifty boys 
on his list with whom he is keeping in 
touch. Many mothers write expressing 
deep gratitude for the change wrought 
in the lives of their sons.” 

At one camp a boy was being ques- 
tioned about an important matter. All 
attempts to get him to tell the truth 
failed. When it was learned that he had 
professed to accept Christ in one of the 
meetings, he was asked if he would be 
willing to place his hand on the Bible 
and declare that he was telling the truth. 
With a show of bravado, he said, “Sure 
I am.” The open Bible was placed on 
a table before him. After looking dcwn 
at it for a long moment, he began to 
weep, and said, “I can’t do it—I can’t 
do it.” And then the truth came out. 

The judges of Los Angeles County are 
now familiar with this great work of 
the Fuller Evangelistic Foundation. They 
gladly give Chaplain Bateman every op- 
portunity to appear before them to speak 
in behalf of those boys who have been 
brought to his attention by probation 
officers, the police, and pastors. The 
writer recently “sat in” on a_ typical 
case. As we sat in the courthouse cor- 
ridor waiting for the case to be called, 
Mr, Bateman reviewed it briefly: 

“This fifteen-year-old boy claims to 
be a Christian. He served a term in 
a reform school in the Middle West. 
Deserted by his family, a Christian 
woman befriended him. He was parcled 
and finally released. Learning that the 
woman who had been kind to him had 
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moved with her family to California, 
he came out here only to find that they 
were away on vacation. While awaiting 
their return, he was arrested on a seri- 
ous morals charge. The family asked 
me to try to have him paroled in their 
care. I have talked to the boy, and I 
believe he means to do the right thing.” 

At this point, a heavily built guard 
came down the corridor. A boy of slen- 
der build and gentle face was hand- 
cuffed to this guard. 

“That's the boy,” Mr, Bateman whis- 
pered to the writer. He went over and 
sat by the lad, and spoke encouraging 
words. The boy wanted to know if Mr. 
Bateman was going to appear with him 
before the judge. The chaplain assured 
him that both he and his friend, Mrs. 
. would be there to speak for him. 

The case was called, and we entered 
the privacy of the judge’s chamber. 
After looking over the papers bearing 
on the case, the judge asked Mr, Bate- 
man if he had any recommendation. The 
chaplain said he believed the boy had 
a sincere desire to “go straight,” and 
that he would like to have him paroled 
in the care of Mrs. - and her family. 
The judge, assured by Mrs, - that 
that was her desire, then turned to the 
boy. He was kind yet stern as he reminded 
him of the seriousness of his offense. 
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“You should be very thankful that Mrs, 
and her family are willing to take 
you into their home. I am depending 
upon you not to betray their trust or 
in any way disappoint them or cause 
them to regret their kindness to you.” 
He then ordered the boy released and 
paroled as recommended by Chaplain 
Bateman. Having “a friend at court” 
perhaps saved another delinquent from 
the career of a criminal, 

Hearing Mr. Bateman relate these ex- 
periences with delinquent boys often 
prompts the question, “What about de- 
linquent girls—who is helping them?” 
This is indeed a burden that lies heavily 
upon Chaplain Bateman’s heart. Ex- 
cept in rare cases a man dealing with 
girls is not favored by the authorities, 
The need for a consecrated woman to 
do for the girls what Mr. Bateman is 
doing for the boys cannot be overem- 
phasized. What blessings would result 
if, through the prayers cf the readers 
of THE SunpAY ScHoor Tres, help for 
delinquent girls were forthcoming! Girls 
for whom Jesus Christ died are being 
captured by Satan and dragged toward 
the pit. Many of them are longing for 
rescue before it is too late. Surely the 
need for prayer to meet this great chal- 
lenge is ccmpelling! '

Teacher Training Through Rotation 


A recently tested method that gives teachers an opportunity 
to take training during the Sunday school sessions 


HE Presbyterian Church, as well as 
other denominations, is familiar with 
the rotary plan for the election of mem- 
bers of the official board of the church. 
Now comes the Buntyn Presbyterian 
Church of Memphis, Tenn., with a strong 
commendation of the same plan for Sun- 
day school teachers. After four years 
of operation, it is now judged a success. 
In an article which recently appeared 
in the Presbyterian ACTION. the Rev. A. 
Clarke Dean, the pastor, briefly describes 
the plan: 

“All officers and teachers of the Sun- 
day school, from the superintendent 
down, are elected by the session for a 
term of one year. At least one month 
before the term expires, members of the 
Religious Education Committee talk per- 
sonally with each officer and teacher to 
ascertain whether he or she prefers to 
teach again, if elected, or have their 
names transferred to a list of substitute 
teachers for the ensuing year. When an 
officer or teacher has served for three 
years, he is automatically on leave for 
one year, and his name is placed on the 
substitute list.” 

Not only is this plan helpful in pro- 
viding a ecrps of teachers who will take 
their work seriously, but it is especially 
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advantageous in offering a much desired 
opportunity for further training. One 
of the great problems in offering the 
Preliminary Course of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association in the local 
church has been to find a time when the 
present teachers could attend classes 
The Sunday school hour has long been 
the most popular period for a training 
class, but the teachers are busily en- 
gaged at that time. With the rotation 
plan, a teacher would be excused from 
service every third year and could at- 
tend the perennial class to complete his 
training. In this way every teacher 
could eventually hold the certificate of 
the Association without attending a Bible 
institute or community class. 

During the summer months, when the 
training class would not be in session, 
the Sunday school would have a wealth 
of excellent material from which to se- 
lect the teaching staff for the Daily Va- 
cation Bible School, as well as substitutes 
for the vacation period. 

The twentieth annual report of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Associa- 
tion, which has been sent to its 165 
co-operating schools, contains some in- 
teresting infcrmation concerning the 
progress of the Association. For the 
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Lesson. for January 6 


first time there is a letter from the presi- 
dent, Dr. Gordon C. Davis, and interest- 
ing news items of the accomplishments 
of the field representatives in eastern 
United States, Pacific coast, eastern and 
western Canada. In the president’s let- 
ter, mention is made that manuals in 
“Old Testament Law and History” and 
in “Child Study” are now available in 
Spanish, and that the remaining four 
units will be published as soon as pos- 
sible. Thus the work of the Association 
has been extended into Latin America. 

The Association now has 165 co-oper- 
ating schools, and since its beginning has 
issued 17,156 diplomas; 8,184 teachers’ 
certificates; 69,123 certificates of credit. 
Some time during the next twelve 
months, the 100,000th award will be 
issued. 

Local church and community classes 
in teacher training were conducted’ in 
42 states of the Union, and in Hawaii, 
Canada, Africa, Brazil, Netherlands, and 
during the past year 33,252 manuals have 


been issued for this purpose. The pub- 
lication in Spanish now will greatly 
augment this number. 

The Rev. Alvin M. Bray, Chicago, 


graduate of Moody Bible Institute, again 
received first recognition in the Foun- 
der’s Award this year, having issued 187 
certificates of credit in teacher training 
classes conducted. The Rev. Damon C. 
Dodd, Nashville, Tenn., graduate of Free 
Will Baptist Bible College, took second 
place with 147 certificates of credit. Mrs. 
Isabelle Hall of Los Angeles, graduate 
of Northwestern Schools, was third with 
119 certificates of credit. Mrs, Madelle 
T. Brown, Youngstown, Ohio, grad- 
uate of Moody Bible Institute, came 
fourth with 104. Several others who 


conducted large classes also received 
honorable mention.

scription of some of the meetings at 
which students spoke: 

“A religious experience, which some 
persons believe may be the spiritual 
revival for which hundreds of Christians 
throughout western New York have 
been praying, has spread from Hough- 
ton College to Buffalo. 

“More than five hundred persons of 
all ages attended a four-hour prayer 
meeting in the Baptist Church, from 
eight o’clock in the evening until 12.30 
in the morning. Older persons ncticed 
that the meetings strongly resembled the 
revival meetings of Charles G. Finney, 
Dwight L, Moody, and other evangelists 
of a previous generation. 

“Many students from Houghton Col- 
lege gave testimonies about’ their spir- 
itual experience, and scores of persons 
went to the front of the church and 
knelt in prayer. Worshipers of all ages 
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sat through the entire service, appar- 
ently in the grip of religious ecstasy. 

“Hymn singing started spontaneously 
between personal testimonies. A man, 
who identified himself as a pastor, shed 
tears as he confessed to ‘false pride,’ 
and revealed his pledge never to repeat 
this sin. 

“Henry Brandt, dean of men in 
Houghton College, said, ‘We come here 
with the proposition that you could 
leave this place with a lilt in your step 
and a song in your heart.’ 

“One of the students at Houghton said: 
‘Turning to God is the most practical 
thing in the world. Christianity is life. 
I never realized before what could be 
done with faith. This isn’t fanaticism. 
It’s the answer to the world’s ills—it’s 
the answer to Communism.’ 

“Rev. David K. Reisinger, president of 
the Buffalo Bible Institute, said that he 
and Rev. Richard A. Elvee, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Buffalo, visited 
Houghton College. Mr. Reisinger said: 
‘We realized the revival was not any- 
thing fantastic, so I asked a grceup to 
come from Houghton to Buffalo for a 
chapel service in the Bible Institute. 
The meeting started at ten o'clock in 
the morning, and lasted until after one 
in the afternoon. Then it started again, 
and continued through until 5 p.m. It 
was the first demonstration of real re- 
vival that I have ever seen.’” 

In a personal letter from Mr. Henry 
Brandt, dean of men at Houghton Col- 
lege, he tells what the revival has meant 
for the students of Houghton and for 
churches and pastors where the students 
have gone to testify. He writes: 

“The essence of this revival was a 
consciousness of individual sinfulness 
and utter dependence upon God to over- 
come and give victory: and a confes- 
sion of need and making things right 
with others. The immediate result was 
a desire to tell others of the joy that 
fills the heart when everything is right 
before both man and God. 

“The request came to us for a group 
of our young people to go to the Buf- 
falo Bible Institute to tell what God 
has done for us. Students went to Buf- 
falo to take part in a morning chapel 
service. Four of them told how they 
were convicted of their sin, and of the 
joy that came to their hearts when they 
came to God. 

“To everyone’s surprise, when the 
four had concluded their testimonies, 
the Spirit of God came upon us there 
in the Bible Institute. Students, faculty, 
and administration went to their knees, 
confessing their sin, and weeping. Stu- 
dents, faculty, and administration began 
confessing differences between them. 
Pastors testified that they found a new 
peace that they'd never known before. 
One colored pastor testified that.he had 
found freedom from a deep hatred of 
the white man. 

“In the afternoon the students testi- 
fied to a group of seventeen pastors.

Again, there was much weeping and 
confession of differences between them 
That night five more carloads of Hough- 
ton students came to Buffalo and took 
part in approximately twelve different 
prayer. meetings. There was a definite 
moving of the Spirit in ten of these 
meetings, 

“A meeting was called in the First 
Baptist Church for Thursday night and 
another for Friday night. There were 
four to five hundred people in attend- 
ance at these meetings. There was no 
preaching—just testimonies, confessions, 
and prayer. One pastor got up and said 
that the group of students who came 
to his prayer meeting healed a ‘split’ 
in his church, 

“The following week there was a 
prayer meeting of approximately fifty 
pastors. There again was confession, 
wrongs righted, and the forgiveness of 
God and of each other 

“The spirit of revival continues in 
certain churches in Buffalo. Our stu 
dents are continuing to go out on Sun- 
days to witness. There are from fi‘ty 
to one hundred young people out each 
Sunday. The circle seems to widen 

“We had had dozens of disciplinary 
problems—sneaking, rebellious young 
people. This revival has eliminated al- 
most all of my disciplinary problems 
I am now traveling to meetings with 
young men who two months ago were 
slipping away to smoke, drink, dance, 
and to take part in other things of the 
world. Now they are in accord with us 
and have the light of God on their faces.” 

It may be that the revival at Hough- 
ton College is a foretaste and a fore- 
runner of a great, nation-wide spiritual 
awakening. If God’s children will band 
themselves together in prayer groups 
like those students, and intercede ear- 
nestly and fervently for an outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit, and get right with 
God and with one another, then we 
may expect to see the window of 
Heaven opened, and a Heaven-sent re- 
vival that will change the history of 
our land and perhaps postpone impend- 
ing destruction. 

Each one who reads these lines can 
have a real and vital share in helping 
to bring another spiritual awakening to 
our land. Here are some of the ways 
in which you can help: 

1. Form a cottage prayer meeting in 
your home or in the home of a friend, 
to intercede earnestly for revival in your 
own heart, in your church, and com- 
munity, and throughout our land. 

2. Suggest to yottr pastor, as is being 
done here in Philadelphia, to preach a 
series of sermons on revival and to form 
cottage prayer meetings among his peo- 
ple. 

3. Pray individually day by day for 
revival. Pray earnestly for Billy Gra- 
ham and his meetings in Washington, 
D. C., beginning January 13; and other 
cities: and for Merv Rosell and the great

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E Bible Institute of Peru has so 
grown that expansion of its living 
and teaching quarters has become 
necessary. This institute trains pastors 
and evangelists for the Peruvian 
churches, and is so effective that the 
four outstanding native preachers in 
the Scots Mission in Peru were grad- 
uated from this Biblical institute. Its 
head, the Rev. R. B. C. Clark of the 
Christian Alliance, now in the United 
States, will welcome opportunities to 
tell about this work (147 W. School 
Lane, Germantown, Pa.) 

The News Sheet of the Peruvian Bible 
Institute tells the story of Yolanda, a 
bright girl from the Lake Titicaca region 
of Peru, who was awarded a scholar- 
ship to a secondary school in Puno. In 
the meanwhile she fell in with Irish 
Baptist missionaries and attended their 
Sunday school. 

In the first months Yolanda led the 
high school and was a favorite with 
teachers and pupils, but when she de- 
clined resolutely to attend confirmation 
class, the fat was in the fire. 

Her classmates were forbidden to 
speak to her, her desk was taken from 
her, she had to write on her knees. 
Work as she might, she could never win 
a good mark, and her conduct, formerly 
set down as exemplary, was now 
marked as bad in the extreme. 

Yet this was a state schcol, although 
with nuns as teachers. 

A Senator from this Department, hear- 
ing of this persecution, transferred the 
brilliant girl to a Lima school, where 
she again distinguished herself by her 
scholarship. Unfortunately she fell sick 
and had to return home to the former 
school, where she was forced to attend 
Mass each Sunday, being placed on the 
front seat as an example. Priest after 
priest went to see her to break down 
her evangelical faith. In vain! When 
she finally left, the nuns complained 
to her fellow students that it was a dis- 
grace for those who professed “the true 
faith” to be so miserably outdistanced 
in good conduct by a “heretic.” 

Good material this, for training in the 
Peruvian Bible Institute! 


Revival in Ruanda is described in 
World Dominion by the Rev. P. J. 
Brazier. He tells us that Christianity 
is fashionable in Africa and that to be 
called a heathen is an affront. This 
carries its dangers, corrected, however, 
by the continuous revival which has 
been going on for fifteen years. Earlier 


it was vehement, a great breaking up, 
with confession of sin and restoration 
of goods. 
not less real. 


Now it is quieter, though 
It is marked by praise 


and singing. “Wherever a revived group 
is found, there is singing. They sing 
as they meet on road and pathway. 
They sing before their meetings, as they 
meet, and on the way home. Every 
piece of news of spiritual blessing is 
greeted with song in praise of Him who 
has loved us and saved us from our 
sins.” 

The movement finds expression every- 
where in “Gatherings,” of varying sizes, 
and from weekly to daily ones. They 
are wholly informal, for testimony and 
fellowship, where both men and women 
speak freely with brief expositions—a 
challenge to the highest standards of 
Christian living. Then there are small 
conventions in succession throughout the 
year with two big gatherings in the dry 
season. Speakers are selected at the 
morning team meeting: those who feel 
that they have a message to give say so, 
and the team reaches a prayerful de- 
cision as to who should speak. 

There are now strong revival grcups 
in Kenya, Uganda, and Tanganyika. At 
a leaders’ convention last May in Uganda 
there were representatives of at least six 
white nationalities and probably over 
twenty African tribes. This co-opera- 
tion between whites and blacks repre- 
sents a breaking down of the. middle 
wall of racial partition. The African 
Church in Ruanda is solidly instructed 
in Bible doctrines of salvaticn from all 
forms of sin. The only Africans one 
can be always and absolutely sure of 
in matters of honesty are these “saved” 
ones. “The last words of exhortation, 
shouted after a departing team recently, 
were, ‘Remember, no testimony if vou 
have even a_ safety pin which isn’t

For twenty-five years, Miss Florence 
Roo‘ has served as a missionary of the 
Southern Presbyterians in Korea. When 
the Red troops crossed the border, she 
took refuge with Christian Koreans who 
hid her, fed her, sheltered her from the 
Communists for three menths. Her life 
at this time resembled that of fugitive 
David, as described in Samuel and the 
Psalms, a hectic movement from place 
to place, avoidance of spies, brief resi- 
dence in cave, hut, and hide-out. 

She tells a lovely story of these Chris- 
tians. They realize the wretched con- 
dition of their people and believe that 
much would be better if they went out 
to remote mountain areas to live on the 
land. So they have little “farms” scat- 
tered here and there in the heart of 
the mountains, a house at each place. 
There is a housemother, some young 
women responsible for the sewing and 
cooking, and a few young men to do 
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the farming. Then there is a teacher 
with a group of orphans, either boys 
or girls. 

They live a Spartan life, with the idea 
that to be a good soldier of Christ en. 
tails the endurance of hardness. Their 
diet is barley and potatoes, with vege. 
tables from their gardens, and herbs 
gathered on the mountains. The chil- 
dren think nothing of traveling twenty 
miles or more a day. 

“For eleven weeks I watched them as 
they lived their faith, never forgetting 
that they were bought with a price and 
were not their own, unselfishly - doing 
for others day after day. Not only did 
they risk their lives to protect me all 
that time, but sheltered about a hun- 
dred and fifty others, policewomen, Bible 
women, mothers with children, some 
with connection with them, others with- 
out.” 

They had everything to lose by this 
work. “Time and again, when I tried 
to express my gratitude, they replied 
that they were doing it for a servant 
of the Lord.” At times they carried her 
on their backs, all day long, taking 
turns, the better to get her to a safe 
place.

In “China’s Millions,” Miss Phyllis 
Thompson writes: “Only yesterday I 
was at a meeting where a Chinese leader 
from the northwest said that he believed 
the Lord had given to them not only 
China, but the lands between China and 
Palestine as a spiritual inheritance. The 
cry, ‘On to Jerusalem,’ seems to be 
spreading.” Another writer adds, “ ‘The 
Back to Jerusalem Band’ is all the more 
remarkable because of the uniqueness of 
its emphasis.” He mentions other im- 
pulses to missionary extension both in 
remote parts of China and beyond its 
borders. 


In World War II, Navajo boys were 
useful in the transmission of highly 
secret information since messages in 
their language constituted a code which 
the enemy could not crack. Scripture 
in this difficult language has, up to now, 
been poorly and but partially trans- 
lated. Wycliffe Translators, therefore, 
have been working for six years in 
Navajo translation, using the govern- 
ment orthography. The American Bible 
Society has so far published their trans- 
lations of Matthew, James, the Epistles 
of Peter, Philippians, and a revision of 
Mark. Translations of seven other New 
Testament books are proceeding, Other 
Wycliffe translators are laboring on 
translations into the Comanche Indian 
tongue.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

N INTRODUCING us to Jesus Christ, 
] the Apostle John carries us further 

back than any of the other evange- 
lists. Mark begins at the point where 
Jesus was inaugurated into His public 
ministry. Matthew starts with Abraham, 
to whom the Seed was promised. Luke 
goes back to the fountain of the race, in 
Adam, who came into being directly 
from the hand of God. John ignores 
all human genealogies and beginnings 
in time, and sweeps back to the time- 
less beginning: “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God.” The human 
agency in the wonderful birth, and all 
the incidents connected therewith, are 
likewise passed over by John. He pre- 
sents Jesus only as “the Word . . . made 
flesh.” All this is perfectly harmonious 
with the purposes of the several evange- 
lists—or rather with the several pur- 
poses of the Holy Spirit through them. 
In Mark we see the Servant stooping 
to His toil; in Matthew the King, com- 
ing as the promised Seed through the 
royal line of David; in Luke the Man, 
related to the whole race in Adam; and 
in John the Son, made flesh to reveal 
the Father. 

Interestingly enough, John also re- 
cords an earlier meeting with the first 
disciples than any of the other Gospel 
writers. Matthew (chap. 4:1-22) and 
Mark (chap. 1:16-20) relate their call by

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the Sea of Galilee. Luke (chap. 5:1-11) 
has a somewhat similar incident, which 
may have occurred still later. The meet- 
ing with the disciples recounted by John 
was perhaps a year earlier, and between 
that and the call by Galilee was the 
ministry recorded in John 2:1 to 4:54. 
Jesus was now about thirty years old 
(Luke 3:23), making the date A.D. 26 
by the generally accepted chronology. 

For the relation of the Gospels I would 
suggest a careful reading of a booklet 
by W. H. Griffith Thomas, “How To 
Study the Four Gospels,” and a larger 
work by A. W. Pink, “Why Four Gos- 
pels?” (Both out of print.) 


Verse by Verse 

John 1:35.—“Again the next day.” That 
is the day after John the Baptist had 
formally pointed out Jesus as the Lamb 
of God. Compare verses 29 and 43. 


Verse 36.—“Behold the Lamb of God!” 
One of the shortest sermons on record, 
preached to a congregation of two, yet 
how significant and important! John the 
Baptist knew from Scripture and by 
revelation that Christ must suffer. Was 
there something about the walk of Jesus 
that made John think of Him in terms 
of a sin-bearing Lamb? See Alexarder 
Whyte’s chapter on this verse in his 
“Walk, Conversation, and Character of 
Jesus Christ Our Lord” (Oliphant, An- 
derson, and Ferrier, Edinburgh, 1905). 


Verse 37.—‘And the two disciples ... 
followed Jesus.” The preaching of John 
robbed himself of disciples, and won 


them for the Lord. That is real preach-

ing which gets people running after 
Jesus, not tagging after the preacher. 

Verse 38.—“What seek ye? .. . where 
dwellest thou?” These men were seekers, 
and Jesus saw it in their eyes, their 
manner, their walk. He always knows 
where there is a seeking heart. These 
eager hearts wanted to know more of 
this Lamb of God, and they sought His 
dwelling place to dwell with Him. 

Verse 39.—“Come and see. They came 

. and abode.” Some refuse to abide 
when they see that Jesus’ dwelli:g is 
with the poor and needy, in the place 
of obscurity and sacrifice. Some dv 
we shall be invited to come and see 
where He dwells in the glory of the 
eternal throne. How we should love t 
have a record of the conversation on 
the rest of that evening! 

Verse 40.—“One of the two... was 
Andrew.” And we are fairly sure that 
the other was John himself, for all this 
reads so much like the account of an 
eyewitness. 

Verse 41.—‘“‘He first findeth his own 
brother Simon.” The hardest, but the 
best, place to begin witnessing for Christ 
is among our own kinsfolk. Andrew’s 
chiefest honor is not that he became the 
patron saint of Scotland, but that he 
led his brother Simon to the Lord. That 
cne act made his life well worth while. 
The one you lead to Christ may be one 
of God’s greatest gifts to the Church. 

Verse 42.—“Thou art Simon .. . thou 
shalt be called Cephas.” When a man 
comes to Jesus, the Lord is committed 
to make of him something other than he 
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is. Vacillating, unstable, impetuous Si- 
mon did become a rock-man. Whatever 
may be the outward expressions of the 
transformation, every man “in Christ” is 
“a new creature.” 

Verse 43.—‘Jesus . . , findeth Philip, 
and saith , . , Follow me.” Philip was 
the first of the disciples in whose case 
the initiative seemingly was on Christ’s 
part. Actually the initiative is always 
with Him, for it is He who stirs us to 
seek Him. 

Verse 44.—“Bethsaida.” Not the Beth- 
saida of Gaulanitis, where Jesus fed the 
multitude, but Bethsaida of Galilee, 
probably adjoining Capernaum, and the 
seat of the fishing industry. 

Verse 45.—“Philip findeth Nathanael 
... We have found him.” So Philip also 
had been a seeker, although verse 43 
does not say so. When we have found 
Him, the urge possesses us to find others 
to bring them to Him. I have an idea 
that Philip and Nathanael had studied 
Moses and the prophets together, and 
often sighed, “Oh that I knew where I 
might find him!” 

Verse 46.—“Can there any good thing 
come out of Nazareth? , . . Come and 
see.” See John 7:41, 52. Prejudice 
nearly cost Nathanael his salvation, but 
Philip’s sensible counsel prevailed, 

Verse 47.—“Behold an Israelite indeed, 
in whom is no guile!” Prejudice there 
may have been, but he had an honest 
heart. See Psalm 139:1-4 and Genesis 
32: 28. 

Verse 48.—“Whence knowest thou me? 
._, I saw thee.” See Hebrews 4:13. The 
Lord knows when we are under the fig 
tree of earnest search, and when we are 
under the juniper tree of discourage- 
ment (1 Kings 19:4). Clearly it was 
with supernatural sight that Jesus saw 
Nathanael. 

Verse 49.—‘Rabbi, thou art the Son 
of God; thou art the King of Israel.” 
Prejudice has vanished before the dem- 
onstration of divine knowledge. Guile- 
less Nathanael accepted the evidence, 
and acted on it. All the searching that 
went before prepared him for that 
supreme moment of illumination. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

This is a chapter of great finds. 
Within the compass of five verses (41-45) 
the verb “to find” appears in various 
forms five times. The finding is in three 
directions: the Lord finding men (v. 43), 
men finding the Lord (vs. 41, 45), and 
men finding men (vs. 41, 45). It is all 
purposeful finding—not a stumbling upon 
something that was not looked for, but 
the finding of what one diligently sought. 
“He that seeketh findeth,” we _ say, 
usually with emphasis on the finding. 
We ought to say it with emphasis on 
the seeking. 

Jesus is the great seeker. “The Son 
of man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). But

more, it was not a general seeking for 
lost people, in course of which He found 
Philip and Andrew and the rest, as men 
seek diamonds and are thankful for 
whatever they find. The seeking was 
particular. He sought Philip, and found 
him. He sought John, and found him. 
And wonder of wonders, ‘He sought me, 
blessed be His name!” 


These men found, because they sought, 
There is no accidental finding of Jesus. 
“If thou seek him, he will be found of 
thee” (1 Chron. 28:9). The Lord finds 
His own by causing them to seek Him. 
What were Andrew and John doing 
when following John the Baptist? What 
were Philip and Nathanael doing when 
poring over Moses and the prophets un- 
der the fig tree? They were seeking the 
Messiah. No wonder they cried to each 


other that blessed day, “Heurekamen 
[we have found]!” 
What did these men find in Jesus? 


They found “the Lamb of God” (v. 36), 
“the Messias” (v. 41), “him, of whom 
Moses in the law, and the prophets, did 
write” (v. 45), “the Son of God; ... 
the King of Israel” (v. 49). All that in 
the very first days of the Gospel, and 
all that to meet the sére needs of their 
seeking hearts? 

No wonder they went out in search 
of others. With their own search ended 
at the feet of Jesus, they were gripped 
with a sense of debtorship toward those

Topics for Development 

Bringing Others to Christ. The art 
and the science of soul-winning can 
really be learned only from the Holy 
Spirit, although we may find profit in 
studying how others have done it. In 
this lesson we have three things that 
will enter into all true witnessing. First, 


a bold declaration—‘Behold the Lamb 
of God” (vy. 36.) Then a personal tes- 
timony—“We have found” (vs. 41, 45). 


Finally, a persuasive invitation—“Come 
and see” (v. 46). Put these three to- 
gether, and you have a complete witness, 
Fearlessly state what Christ is set forth 
in Scripture to be; tell what you per- 
sonally have found Him to be: kindly 
press the invitation to come. You can- 
not improve on that technique. 


Personal Evangelism. This is just an- 
other emphasis on the previous topic for 
development, drawing attention to the 
fact that all the witnessing of the two 
days covered by our lesson portion was 
personal. Andrew and John followed 
Jesus, not on the day when the Baptist 
made his public declaration concerning 
the Lamb of God, but on the following 
day, when the Baptist and they were 
alone, and he pointed Jesus out to them. 
Then Andrew witnessed to Peter, Jesus 
called Philip, and Philip invited Nathan- 
ael. Apart from our Lord’s calling of 
Philip, notice that the witnessing was 
done in three different spheres. John 
the Baptist witnessed to two of his dis- 
ciples, Andrew witnessed to his brother, 
and Philip witnessed to his friend. Hu- 
man relationship of any kind involves 
responsibility, and constitutes a call to 
present the testimony of Christ. 


Personal Applications 

Preach your best sermons to audiences 
of one and two, and your sermons to 
the thousands will be more effective. 

The test of preaching and teaching is 
not the popularity of preacher and 
teacher, but how the hearers act toward 
Christ. 

Worldly honors pale before the priv- 
ilege of leading a soul to Christ. 

Come as you are: Christ will do the 
remaking (John 1:42). 

Don’t let prejudice blind you to real 
worth (v. 46). 

Jesus knows the material He is work- 
ing on (vs. 47, 48).

After the Lesson.—Hardly anything is 
more interesting than to hear a group 
of Christians each tell how he was 
brought to Christ. God uses so many 
different influences and so many varie- 
ties of people to draw us to the Saviour. 
We see it in this first chapter of John 
today, with its story of Christ's first five 
followers and how they were won to 
Him. Two came through the words of 
the great preacher, John the Baptist. 
Philip came by a direct appeal from 
the Lord Himself. Peter came through 
the testimony of his brother, and Na- 
thanael by the appeal of a friend. When 
we remember that Andrew who won 
Peter, and Philip who won Nathanael 
were only new disciples themselves, we 
see that any real Christian, hcwever in- 
experienced, can win another to the Lord 
with earnest effort. You don't have to 
be a powerful preacher like John the 
Baptist before you can win another to 
Christ. You just need to know Him for 
yourself, as your own satisfying Saviour, 
to be able to tell others of Him and call 
them to Him. Some folk, like Nathanael, 
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may raise questions and be doubtful, 
but you can urge them, as Philip did, 
to come and see for themselves. People 
who sincerely try it out in their own 
experience soon find that Jesus Christ 
is all that is claimed for Him. 

On this New Year's Sunday let every 
Christian here set himself to win some- 
one else to the Lord in 1952. Use Philip’s 
“Come and see” appeal. Urge your 
friends to come and see what Christ is

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“Again the next day after John... 
saith, Behold the Lamb of God!” (John 
1:35, 36.)—His hearers could have said 
to him, “You said that yesterday, only 
you added the fact that He was to take 
and bear away the sin of the world.” 
John the Baptist could have said, “True, 
and I intend to keep on saying, ‘Behold 
the L:m> of God,’ for my mission in 
life is to bear witness to Him.” 

All believers are called to be wi'nesses 
unto Him (Acts 1:8). Aad we must not 
be content to bear witness for just cne 
day. It should be done the next day 
and the next day. The first day may 
not be effective. It is seldom we meet 
a person who can testify that he sav- 
ingly believed the testimony of another 
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to Christ the first time he heard it. It 
is the continual dropping of water that 
wears the stones (Job 14:19). And, as 
a rule, it is the continual, consistent 
dropping of the water of the Word that 
ultimately affects the hard, stony heart. 

(Thank God for the exceptions.) 

The night I was saved I bore witness 
to my brother, but it was not until a 
year after that he beheld the Lamb of 
God as his sacrifice, 

We must be careful to call attention 
to the proper object. It is not for us 
to say to unsaved persons: “Behold 
the church!” “Behold the preacher!” 
“Behold the ordinances!” But “Behold 
the Lamb of God!” The public can find 
flaws in everyone and everything, save 
the Lamb of God. Furthermore, no one 
else ever “died for our sins” and “was 
raised again for our justification” but 
the Lord Jesus. 

A doctor while dying was in great dis- 
tress of mind. He knew he was not 
ready. He asked for a preacher, but 
only a certain type of preacher—one 
who believed what he preached, one to 
whom the atonement was something 
vital. He named the man he wanted. 
That man was too ill to respond per- 
sonally, so he resorted to writing. In 
his written message he said: “You are 
asking: ‘What must I do to be saved?’ 
I say to you in the language of John the 
Baptist: ‘Behold the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world.’” The 
doctor said, “Did he say that?” The 
consequence was, the doctor beheld the 
Lamb of God by faith, as the sacrifice 
for his sins; and soon passed peacefully 
into eternity. 

“And they followed Jesus” (John 1: 
37).—How simple, yet how sublime! They 
leave the man concerning whom the Lord 
said, “Verily I say unto you, Among 
them that are born of women there 
hath not risen a greater than John the 
Baptist”—to follow One whom they have 
just had pointed out to them. 

Are we, with the help of the Holy 
Spirit, saying to our Lord: 

Though the road be rough and thorny, 

Trackless as the foaming sea, 

Thou hast trod this way before me, 

And I'll gladly follow Thee. 
Though I meet with tribulation, 

Sorely tempted though I be, 
I remember Thou wast tempted 

And rejoice to follow Thee. 

“Then Jesus ., . saith unto them, What 
seek ye?” (John 1:38.)—This question 
would test their motive, Just why were 
they following Him? Later on, some 
followed Him because the crowd was 
doing it. Others followed Him for heal- 
ing; still others for loaves and fishes. 

“The two men answered—I paraphrase 
their answer—they said: ‘We are not 


seeking anything—we are not look- 
ing for a what—we are seeking a 
Person. Rabbi’. . . said they, ‘where 


dwellest Thou?’” (Erling C. Olsen.) 
They sought Him for His own sake. 
I know a very generous steward of 
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the Lord who does considerable public 
speaking. At the conclusion of his mes- 
sages, many seek him. If he were to 
ask them, “What seek ye?” and, if they 
spoke the truth, the answers would run 
like this: “I’m seeking you because I 
want you to pay off the mortgage on my 
home.” “I seek you because I want 
money to expand my project,” “I seek 
you because I desperately need money for 
an operation I must undergo.” “I seek 
you because I want you to underwrite 
this venture I am about to engage in,” 
“IT seek you because I want an educa- 
tion.” On the other hand, there would 
also be those who would answer, “We 
seek you simply to shake your hand 
and assure you we are thanking God for 
you, and praying His continued blessing 
on you!” 

“He first findeth his own brother” 
(John 1:41).—Andrew, although a quiet 
man, was not going to be a secret dis- 
ciple. He was not selfishly shutting up 
the blessings of those two wonderful 
days with the Lord in his heart. As he 
comes away from the Lord’s dwelling, one 
can almost hear him say: “Brother 
Simon must hear about this! It is too 
good to keep to myself!” It must have 
been in an exulting tone that he said: 
“We have found the Messias!” for Peter 
never resisted Andrew’s effort to bring 
him to Jesus. 

We should be as enthusiastic in bring- 
ing our relatives to the Lord. All do 
not have brothers to bring. It may be 
parents, or children, or sisters. 

W. L. Jarvis, pastor of the Central 
Baptist Church in Sydney, Australia, 
preached a thrilling sermon in Winona 
Lake, Ind., in which he told an incident 
that well illustrates the words concern- 
ing Andrew. During the war, Allied 
soldiers were befriended and helped in 
various ways by the Central Church. 

One night, when opportunity was 
given for testimony, an Indian soldier 
from Canada spceke. He told how a 
Christian worker came in touch with his 
Indian father, and explained the Gos- 
pel to him and led him to Christ. At 
once the father felt that his son must 
know the wonderful news. But that 
son was hundreds of miles away on a 
hunting expedition far up in the wilds 
of Canada. But the father was not de- 
terred by this fact. He started out to 
find him and went over five hundred 
miles until he found that son, and then 
led him to Christ; and now that son is 
bearing witness to Christ’s saving power 
before large audiences in Sydney (Dr. 
B. L. Olmstead).

Just the day before, John had said, “Be- 
hold the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world.” Doubtless 
these two men, John and Andrew, were 
with him at that time, too. They were 
earnestly looking for the coming of the 
promised Messiah, and John the Baptist 
must be pointing Him out. So they 
started to overtake Him. Jesus turned 
and asked them what they were looking 
for, and they answered with the ques- 
tion, “Master, where dwellest thou?” 
And Jesus said, “Come and see.” 

Now, fellows, this is what you might 
call “seed thought and action.” The 
Holy Spirit was working. John the Bap- 
tist pointed to Jesus. John and Andrew 
followed Jesus, asking. Jesus responded 
by taking them right into His life and 
companionship. All just as simple as 
that. I sometimes wish that the record 
might have gone on to tell us the details 
of what immediately followed, showing 
where Jesus was stopping at the time. 
It must have been some very temporary 
place, for He had no permanent home. 
I wish we might have a record of the 
words that passed between our Lord 
and these first two recruits. They must 
have been very satisfying to their long- 
ing hearts. 

What an inspiration and joy it was sud- 
denly to find themselves in the very 
presence of the long-promised Saviour 
of the world! 

Well, we know the immediate results 
of that interview, anyway. Andrew 
thought of his brother Simon over there 
by the seashore, mending his nets. He 
and Simon had often wondered when the 
Messiah would appear; they had talked 
of it. What if He might come in their 
own lifetime? There had been a lot of 
talk some thirty years ago about a babe 
that was born at Bethlehem, where the 
prophets had said a Messiah would be 
born; and some shepherds and some 
“wise men from the east” had stirred 
up quite a bit of excitement concerning 
a supposed birth of “the King of the 
Jews,” but nothing had seemed to come 
of it. Jesus of Nazareth was just a car- 
penter’s son. But now they have seen 
Him baptized, and John the Baptist had 
testified that he saw the Holy Spirit 
descend from Heaven, as a dove light- 
ing upon Him, while a voice from 
Heaven said, “This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased.” 

So Andrew hurried to find Simon and 
tell him, “We have found the Messias, 
which is, . . .the Christ,” and the record is, 
“He brought him to Jesus.” Then Jesus saw 
Philip and called to him, “Follow me.” 
And Philip sought out Nathanael, say- 
ing, “We have found him, of whom Moses 
in the law, and the prophets, did write, 
Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph.” 
When Nathanael doubted it, Philip sim- 
ply said, “Come and see.” And when 
you see Him, Nathanael, you will know 
beyond any doubt that this Jesus is the 
Son of God, the Saviour of the world, 
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and your Saviour! Sure enough, when 
Jesus spoke to Nathanael, he cried out: 
“Rabbi. thou art the Son of God; thou 
art the King of Israel.”

THe CHRIST WE FOLLow 
HIS quarter we are going to study 
about some of the early followers 
of Jesus. And today we are going to 
think a little more about the wonderful 
Saviour whom they followed, 

Most people have only two or three 
names, but the Lord Jesus has more 
than a hundred different names. Most 
names, even the names of great people, 
have simple meanings. For instance, 
George Washington. “George” simply 
means “farmer.” ‘Washington” is made 
up of three old English words. “Wash” 
meant a shallow part of a river near the 
sea. “Ing” meant a meadow, and “ton” 
was the word for town. So “George 
Washington” just means “The farmer 
whe lives on a meadow in a town where 
the river is shallow near the sea.” 

The Lord Jesus is so wonderful] that 
no one name could possibly reveal all 
that He is. We find several different 
names given to Him in today’s lesson. 
Susan and Deana made a list of all that 
they could find in John 1. Let us have 
the first one now. 

“The Word.” You are right. How did 
you know that this was a name for 
Jesus? (Because it starts with a capital 
letter.) That was a good indication, But 
verse 14 makes it still more clear that 
“the Word” means Christ. Read it. What 
phrase in this verse plainly refers to the 
same person as John 3:16? (“The only 
begotten of the Father.”) Verse 18 tells 
us why Jesus is called “the Word.” He 
has declared God to us, that is, He has 
made God known. 

Give another of His names. “The 
Light.” The Lord Jesus is the only per- 
son in all the universe who can light 
the way to Heaven. And those who 
know Him find He is the Light in many 
other ways, too. The great poet Tenny- 
son said, pointing to a flower, “As the 
sun is to that flower, so Jesus Christ 
is to me.” 

Give another name—“Jesus.” What 
does the name “Jesus” mean? (See 
Matt. 1:21.) The name Jesus is perhaps 
the most precious one of all, because it 
reminds us of His wonderful love for us, 
Many years ago a Russian nobleman 
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and his family were on their way home 
from the interior of the country. It was 
autumn, and in that cold climate snow 
might begin any day. Besides it was 
dangerous to travel in winter, as packs 
of hungry wolves roamed about that 
lonely country. So they were anxious to 
get home as fast as possible. 

Stopping at a wayside inn, they were 
delayed by a blizzard which covered the 
ground with frozen snow. The devoted 
servant of the nobleman, who was with 
them. found a blacksmith who made sled 
runners for the carriage, after removing 
the wheels, 

As soon as the carriage was ready the 
family prepared to start on, but the inn- 
keeper told them it was not safe to start 
on so late in the day as it was many 
miles to the next inn, and there might 
be wolves about. The count thought that 
it was too early in the season for the 
wolves to be out, and they were all 
anxious to get home, so they started on. 

After they had gone about half way, 
they heard the howling of wolves. The 
sound came nearer and nearer. The 
coachman drove the horses as fast as 
they could go, but the wolves came 
faster. Soon they could see the great 
pack after them. The nobleman said to 
his servant, “We will shoot from the 
back end of the carriage, and that will 
delay them.” So while the coachman 
drove as hard as he could, the two men 
shot at the wolves. The pack stopped 
a few moments to eat those that had 
been killed. Then they came on faster 
than ever. They might have been able 
to keep ahead of the pack in this way 
if only their bullets had not given out. 
They were still a few miles from safety, 
and now they had no way to prevent the 
wolves from attacking the horses and 
then themselves. The servant said to 
the nobleman: “Nothing can save you 
now but one thing. I can delay the 
wolves a few minutes. I know you will 
care for my wife and little ones.” Then 
that brave man jumped from the car- 
riage into the midst of the blood-thirsty 
wolves. The two panting horses gal- 
loped on and got the family safe to the 
next station-house just as the terrible 
pack were catching up on them once 
more. The servant gave his life for 
those he loved. This is a faint picture 
of what the Lord Jesus did, but He gave 
His life for those who did not love Him. 

Another name—“The Lamb of God.” 
All the lambs sacrificed by the Israelites 
down through the centuries were types 
of the coming Saviour who was to die 
for our sins. 

Another name—“The Son of God.” 
Now Lois will tell us how John the 
Baptist knew that Jesus was the Son 
of God. (Because of what happened at 
His baptism.) 

Carol, what did Andrew say of Jesus? 
(He said, “We have found the Messias, 
which is, being interpreted, the Christ.’’) 
That meant that Andrew recognized in 
Jesus the fulfillment of all the Old Tes- 
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tament Scriptures concerning the coming 
Saviour. 

Dixie, what did Philip say of Jesus? (He 
said, “We have found him, of whom Moses 
in the law, and the prophets, did write, 
Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph.”) 
Last quarter we read some of the very 
prophecies Philip was speaking of, which 
he realized were fulfilled in Jesus Christ. 

Aldine, what did Nathanael say of Jesus? 
(“Rabbi, thou art the Son of God; thou 
art the King of Israel.”) The Lord Jesus 
is not only the King of Israel, He is 
“King of kings” and “Lord of lords.” 
Some day you and I will see Him 
crowned. John the Baptist, Andrew, 
Peter, Philip, and Nathanael will be 
there, too, sharing in His glory. All 
those who follow the Lord Jesus here 
on earth will share in His glory by and 
by. Will you be there on that great 
coronation day?

Topic and Scripture: 

They Came to Jesus (John 1:35-42a) 

HERE sits our stone (referred to in 

the last lesson) to remind us of our 
promises to follow Christ. How many, 
many years the Old Testament people 
had to wait for Him to come! (Use 
the time ladder constructed for the 
Christmas lesson.) Then when He came, 
so few knew who He was! There were 
(let pupils supply the answer) 
His mother Mary, the shepherds, the 
Wise Men, Simeon, Anna. How glad 
they were that He had come! But as 
the years went by, the shepherds and 
Wise Men did not see Him again. In 
the little village of Nazareth only Mary 
and Joseph knew the great secret—that 
their little boy was the Son of God. 

The time came for the secret to be 
told. But Mary did not tell it; Joseph 
did not tell it. Who did? It was God 
Himself who told the desert hermit, 
John the Baptist. God gave him a spe- 
cial sign so he would know the right 
one. Do you know what the sign was? 
(John 1:33.) As soon as John saw the 
Sign and knew who Jesus was, he be- 
gan to spread the news: “Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” 

Two of those who were listening to John 
left him and followed the Lord Jesus. 
They wanted to find out for themselves 
if the news was true. The Lord was 
waiting for them to come. “What do 
you want?” He asked. They didn’t an- 
swer right out, but just asked where He 
was Staying so they could go and talk 
with Him. They came to Jesus; did He 
turn them away? Oh, no, He never 
turns people away who really want Him. 
“Come and see,” He said. 

They spent the rest of the afternoon with 
Him. And did they believe He was what 
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John said? Watch one of the two—An- 
drew—as he hurries away to find his 
brother Simon and tells him the news, 
“We have found the . . . Christ” (John 
1:41, Memory Verse). Then Andrew 
leads his brother to Christ, 

What about the other man who came 
to the Lord Jesus? Did he keep the se- 
cret to himself? He is rather bashful 
about telling about himself. But in our 
next lesson we will see that his brother 
knows who the Lord is, so I think he 
did a good job of telling, too, 

There may be someone here who has 
never yet come to the Lord Jesus, the 
Lamb of God, to have his sins taken 
away. Will you come to Him? Instead 
of your going to His house, He will come 
into your heart. He is waiting today for 
you to come and ask Him. How happy 
you will be to know Him! Some of you 
have come and found the Lord Jesus. 
But have you brought your brother, or 
your sister yet? Have you even told 
him or her, “I have found the Christ’? 

I think this is next for you who, have 
chosen to follow Christ: go tell your 
brother or sister or some relative about 
Him, bring them to Him, bring them to 
Sunday school, 

An object lesson used in Child 
Evangelism classes may be ready to illus- 
trate what the Lord does to hearts who 
come to Him. Paste a red cross on the 
deepest side of a box (a silver box is 
attractive). From cardboard cut a piece 
the right size to fit tightly into the box 
for a false bottom. Cut a slot through 
the cross into the false bottom of .the 
box large enough to insert little black 
hearts. Place above the false bottom of 
the box as many white hearts as you 
will use black ones. Picture in words 
the naughty little black hearts coming 
to the Lord Jesus to be forgiven. Slip 
them into the slot where they will be 
hidden by the false bottom. Then show 
the white hearts in the bottom. What 
do you think these white hearts should 
do this week?

For Primary Teachers 
By Ethel S. Low 
NCE more we begin a new year 
in our Primary page, and how 
would you like to have it a little dif- 
ferent? I’m planning to give one good 
teaching point each week, a story to 
illustrate the lesson, and a suggestion for 
handwork, along with any help I am 
able to give on the Scripture lesson. I 
am taking for granted that all of you 
can read the Bible lesson and under- 
stand it fairly well. I know many Pri- 
mary teachers who are trying to teach 
with no previous training in teaching, 
and no knowledge of child psychology. 
I meet them in conferences, and realize 
how hard the job is for them. So now, 
if you don't like any part of the Primary 
corner, just skip it! 

For three months we are learning 
about the early believers in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This first lesson on “Find- 
ing the Christ” brings to my mind a 
story recently told by Dick Hillis, who 
is known to many of you for his long 
missionary work in China and at pres- 
ent his remarkable privilege in Formosa. 

There was a wealthy man in a Chinese 
city: I think he was a banker. When 
the Communists came, he gathered to- 
gether all his money he could and fled 
to Formosa. Of course he had to leave 
his beautiful home. And right here, 
children. don’t think there were not any 
gorgeous homes in China, for there were, 
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and this man had one of them. When he 
arrived in Formosa, he felt very de- 
pressed and unhappy, and to make it 
worse, he spoke the language of the 
scholars, Mandarin, and could not un- 
derstand the language of the people in 
Formosa. But one thing impressed him, 
the people were so happy. Everywhere 
he went, he saw people singing, in 
stores, in the schools, and in the army. 
What did these people have to make 
them happy? Most of them were driven 
out of China, just as he had been. What 
made them happy? 

For months he went about, trying to 
find the answer to his question. Then 
one great day, he met a man who could 
speak his own language, and he asked 
him why the people sang. The man 
took a Bible out of his pocket and be- 
gan to tell him, and read to him, the 
sweetest story ever told, the story of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. It was not some 
thing the man was looking for, but 
Somebody, the Saviour. He believed at 
once, and then what? To show his joy 
and gratitude, he took his savings he 
had brought with him, and put them 
into a little chapel where the Gospel is 
preached in his own language, so, as he 
says, “nobody else will ever have to 
hunt for weeks to hear about the Lord 
Jesus Christ in their own tongue.” 

Tell the children this story, so they 
will see that even today people are hunt- 
ing for the Lord Jesus, even as they did 
in the lesson of this week. In many 
other places than Formosa, men and 
women are begging for missionaries to 
come to their village to tell them the 
story of salvation. How glad we should 
all be that we have heard, but we should 
all be as willing as that Chinese gentle- 
man is to give all we have to tell the 
story to the ends of the earth. Which 
one of us, exiled from our own land, 
with our property gone, and our busi- 
ness wrecked, would give all we had left 
to the Lord? Don't hold up your hands! 

Why don’t we have a book of snap- 
shots this quarter? Make a book of con- 
struction paper for each child. It should 
have twelve pages, one for each Sunday 
after today. using the picture for this 
Sunday on the front cover. A good pic- 
ture for today would be one of the Lord 
Jesus. Find out where you can secure 
pictures for this quarter, and make your 
book according to the size of the pictures 
you will use. Let the children paste 
in the pictures, after the lesson. Then 
gather up the books, and keep them until 
the end of the quarter when each child 
will have a valuable book to take home. 

On the page with each picture, have 
the children print just a few words. For 
today, I would use the topic given us, 
“They came to Jesus.” And that brings 
us to our teaching point for today. Do 
not try to teach too much, This is good 
pedagogy for all ages, but it is a must 
for Primaries. The young child is not 
capable of long-continued concentration. 
You know how their minds flit from one 
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thing to another so fast we older heads 
can hardly keep up. They can’t help it. 
Our public schools know this, and so 
they teach just one point at a time, with 
constant repetition. Today repeat over 
and over how those people in the Scrip- 
ture lesson today found Christ. They 
had known He would come some day, 
for their prophets had told them, but 
now, they had found Him! As they 
print the words beside the picture of 
Christ, tell the story over again. The 
child will associate the story of their 
finding Christ with the picture on the 
page. You know how small children 
will tell you they can read now, and 
they read the pictures. If you show 
them the same words in a magazine, they 
don’t know them. They know them by 
the pictures on the page. That is the 
law of associaticn. Use it. All the laws 
of nedagogy are to be used. I’m really 
running in two of them today for you. 
If you have not used them, start today. 

Don’t make your teaching mechanical 
because you use the mechanics of teach- 
ing. The whole end and aim of our 
teaching must be to win the child for the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and help him to grow 
in grace, but a wise workman uses the 
best tools, and keeps them sharp!

The Genius of the Gospels. By Merrill 
C. Tenney, Ph.D. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. 
Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $2.) Dr. 
Tenney, dean of the Graduate School 
of Wheaton College, gave the four chap- 
ters of this volume as lectures at the 
Western Conservative Baptist Theolog- 
ical Seminary, Portland, Oreg. The four 
lectures consider the Gospels. as 
“Historical Documents,” “Biographical 
Sketches,” “Homiletic Treatises,” and 
“Spiritual Guides”; and all four Gospels 
are studied from these different points of 
view in each chapter, 

Dr. Tenney endeavors “to answer the 
mechanical problems of the Gospels 
f 
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without ignoring the spiritual dynamic 
which makes them unique and which is 
their chief glory” (p, 10). In doing so 
he uses terms and phrases that may 
trouble some readers, and make them 
wonder whether he believes the records 
are divinely inspired: but at the same 
time he attempts to answer the critics 
and show that their theories are wrong 
and the Gospels are true accounts writ- 
ten by eyewitnesses. For example, in 
the first lecture the words “tradition” 
and “theory” are so often applied to the 
sources of the Gospel accounts that they 
are rather disturbing, and one wishes 
that more stress had been laid on the 
guidance and inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit. But Dr, Tenney is evidently try- 
ing to meet the critics and less scholarly 
unbelievers on their own ground, and 
lead them on to personal faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour and Son 
of God. He declares his faith in the 
inspiration of the Gospels when he says 
at the conclusion that the writers “were 
preachers who were proclaiming a mes- 
sage of dynamic power, brought by 
Christ and perpetuated by the Holy 
Spirit”; “the dynamic character of the 
writings attests the power, truthfulness, 
and revelational quality of the words 
contained in them”: and, “In short, no 
theory of Gospel criticism is acceptable 
which does not give full value to the 
plenary inspiration of these records” (p. 
41). Dr, Tenney also makes it clear in 
the later chapters that he accepts the 
Bible as the Word of God, and he 
stresses all the great doctrines concern- 
ing the person of Christ, such as His 
virgin birth, miraculous power, substi- 
tutionary atonement, bodily resurrection, 
and coming again. As a member of the 
faculty of Wheaton College, he annually 
declares his faith in its nine-point doc- 
trinal platform, of which the first state- 
ment is this: “We believe in the Scrip- 
tures of the Old and the New Testament 
as verbally inspired by God and inerrant 
in the original writing, and that they 
are of supreme and final authority in 
faith and life.” 

When he takes up “The Gospels as 
Biographical Sketches,” Dr, Tenney ex- 
plains their individual differences, in the 
light of the purposes for which each 
was written. Here there are compara- 
tive tables of Christ’s parables and mir- 
acles, and many illuminating comments 
on the contents of each Gospel. They 
“unite in their presentation of a super- 
natural Christ,” and “they are to be 
treated as documents which were writ- 
ten as sober records of what men had 
witnessed” (p. 63). 

Dr. Tenney finds various homiletic 
principles in each of the four Gospels, 
and discusses these in his third lecture. 
All have the “purpose of informing, con- 
vincing, and evangelizing the people,” 
and “the portrait of Jesus’ person is de- 
signed to demonstrate to men how the 
righteousness of God was manifested in 
Him” (pp, 69, 70). There is a particu- 
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larly good outline of Matthew, with 
the Messiah as the central thought. Dr. 
Tenney sees Matthew as the teacher, 
Mark as the preacher, Luke as littera- 
teur or writer, and John as interpreter 
and theologian, though some of these 
characteristics may be found in each 
Gospel. 

In the last lecture Dr. Tenney empha- 
sizes particularly the spiritual message 
of the Gospels. In their Bible order, 
he considers them as guides to revela- 
tion, action, history, and theology. 

Matthew shows that Christ’s “advent 
was the natural and logical fulfillment 
of Old Testament prophecy” (p. 94). Con- 
stant activity is characteristic of Mark’s 
account, and the progress of the record 
is rapid. “If productive spiritual life 
depends on obedience to God’s plan,” 
says Dr. Tenney, “it can rest upon the 
assurance of divine power” (p. 101). Each 
of Christ’s deeds “was just one more 
contribution to His total purpose of mak- 
ing God’s salvation real to men” (p. 102). 
Luke locates the life and work of Christ 
in relation to contemporary Palestinian 
history. Here “the Gospel presents the 
salvation of God in the person of the 
incarn: te Christ; Acts presents the sal- 
vation of God as it is worked out in the 
lives of men who were molded into a 
new organism, the church. The tremen- 
dous dynamic of this Gospel, ‘the power 
of God unto salvation to everyone that 
believeth’ (Rom. 1:16), is the key to the 
historical development of the Christian 
church, which has been one of the main 
factors in human civilization since the 
close of the first century” (p, 106). In 
John, Christ is seen as the manifestation 
of God on the earth. John “uses ‘Logos’ 
to mean the full revelation of the in- 
visible God, as John 1:18 states” (p. 111). 
In his comments on John, Dr. Tenney 
writes: “Christ’s eternal sonship makes 
Him the perfect mediator of the knowl- 
edge of God and authorizes Him to act 
as the agent of the Father in redemp- 
tion” (p. 115). Dr. Tenney discusses 
many of the characteristic words of 
John’s Gospel, and shows the contrast 
between light and darkness, life and 
death, and eternal life and eternal pun- 
ishment. 

Finally, writes Dr, Tenney, “the Gos- 
pels present Christ as the theme of all 
revelation, as the mold for all living, as 
the key to all history, and as the final 
interpreter of God to men... , They are, 
however, sober history, and are conse- 
quently all the greater. The Gospels did 
not make Jesus; He made them” (pp. 
118, 119). 


“Wonderfully Made.” By A. Rendel 
Short, M.D., F.R.C.S. (Paternoster Press, 
Ludgate House, Fleet St., London, E.C, 4; 
6/, net.) The author argues for di- 
vine creation, as opposed to natural 
selection and entelechy, on the basis of 
human physiology. “The functions of 
the various parts of the human organ- 
ism,” he believes, as well as “the processes 
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by which the body is derived from the 
fertilized ovum after conception,” indi- 
cate that “human physiology may have 
been decreed and constructed by an out- 
side intelligence not resident in the or- 
ganism, but independent of it.” 

In the process of his argument, Dr. 
Short discusses the parts and functions 
of the body: the foot, enzymes, digestive 
system, muscles, body temperature and 
repair, voice, nervous system, the brain, 
the eye, the ear, and the development 
of the embryo. The discussion is a little 
technical, but has the generai reader 
in mind. Remarks in passing indicate 
the author’s belief that the facts of physi- 
ology agree with the teachings of Scrip- 
ture, and do not agree with the theories 
that look for power and design within 
the organism, 

The final chapter is entitled, “The 
Problem of Man’s Origin.” Here Dr. 
Short. summarizes and refutes. Physi- 
ology, he believes, can only indicate 
(but certainly does) a super-intelligence. 
Whether this One is kind or not, whether 
the plan of the world is complete, 
whether man is the highest creation, 
must be answered elsewhere—the Bible. 

In his scientific caution and desire to 
be fair, Dr. Short may have conceded 
too much to a theistic evolution in which 
“man’s body came up from the animal 
creation, but . . . God supplied the soul.” 
His reticence in this regard is typical 
of many modern believing scientists who 
are in the process of rethinking the re- 
lations of the early chapters of Genesis 
to scientific conclusions. It is true that 
the Hebrew words for “create” and 
“dust” do not imply all the exactness 
often read into them, and yet Dr. Short’s 
own evidence would indicate that man’s 
body in many instances is far removed 
from the other animals—a distance not 
conceivably covered by any process, but 
best explained by a special and new 
creation. 


Renaissance to Reformation. By Al- 
bert Hyma, Ph.D. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $6.) 
The subtitle, “A Critical Review of the 
Spiritual and Temporal Influence on 
Medieval Europe,” accurately describes 
the volume. It is, for the most part, a 
republication in one-volume form, of 
several books now out of print. Dr. 
Hyma is a careful historian, at home 
with the sources, and one who has 
studied the past with an eye on the pres- 
ent. His discussion includes the back- 
grounds of the Renaissance and the 
Reformation, the careers of Erasmus, 
Luther, and Calvin, as well as their 
views on politics, economics, and in- 
spiration. Of special interest are the 
chapters in which Dr. Hyma discusses 
the views of the reformers on such topics 
as usury, labor relations, and socialism. 
He refutes, by quotations from the re- 
formers themselves, the distortions often 
given these views by both Protestants 
and Romanists. 
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The Journal of John Wesley. (Moody 
Press, Chicago 10; $3.50.) John Wesley 
did much and endured much in the 
Lord’s service. He traveled thousands of 
miles on horseback going from place 
to place to preach the Gospel. Holding 
mostly open-air meetings—established 
churches refused to have him, or pro- 
hibited his return after having him once 
—he preached to great crowds wherever 
he went. Literally tens of thousands 
assembled in the fields to hear him. Often 
he was in danger, sometimes from the 
stormy elements, sometimes by reason 
of sheer accident, sometimes at the hands 
of rough men. But nothing seemed to 
phase him, and year in and year out, 
through a long iifetime, he stirred Eng- 
land and other parts of the world to an 
awareness of God such as they had not 
known for generations. An account of 
the intensive evangelistic activities of 
this firebrand is available in this volume 
in his own words. Wesley formed the 
habit early in li‘e of keeping a day- 
by-day record of his experiences. His 
diary, still preserved in twenty-six 
bound volumes, has never been printed 
in full. A “Journal,” compiled by Wes- 
ley himself, was published in four vol- 
umes. To produce the present condensa- 
tion (438 pages) the editor, Percy 
Livingstone Parker, made a_ judicious 
selection of representative sections of 
Wesley’s “Journal.” There is enough 
material here to acquaint the reader 
thoroughly with the times, the travels, 
the trials, and the triumphs of the foun- 
der of Methodism. This is one of the 
Tyndale Series of Great Biographies be- 
ing published by Moody Press.

Workers. By Marie H. Frost and Scrip- 
ture Press staff (25 cents); Baby’s Guide 
Cradle Roll Packet of the All-Bible 
Graded Series (75 cents). (Scripture 
Press, Chicago 5.) God gives a new love 
and tenderness in the hearts of young 
parents when He gives them a little life 
to nurture and train. They want to do 
their very best for that little one, but 
they often do not know how. The Sun- 
day school and church are largely re- 
sponsible for instructing young parents 
in the spiritual training of their chil- 
dren.

There are also two birth- 
day cards for Baby’s first and second 
birthdays, Parents will appreciate the 
concern and help of the Cracle Roll 
visitor, and will cherish the little folder 
with its many very helpful suggestions. 


Tick Tock; Jesus’ Gifts to Me; and 
Living With Jesus, By Virginia Baker, 
Howard Fischer, Waldo Richardson, The 
pictures in the three booklets are by 
Joanne Brubaker.

(Luke 4:1-4)

LTHOUGH only the first four verse 
of Luke’s account of the Lord’s 
temptation are assigned for this week's 
meeting, the topic makes it evident that 
the whole of the Lord's temptation 
should be included in our consideration 
of this topic. You will recall that just 
preceding the Temptation in the wilder- 
ness, the Lord had submitted Himself 
to John the Baptist for baptism, and on 
this occasion the Father had spoken from 
Heavén acknowledging the Lord Jesus 
as His beloved Son in whom He was well 
pleased (Luke 3:22), and the Holy Spirit 
had descended upon Him. Then it was, 
and before He began His earthly min- 
istry, that the Lord was led into the 
wilderness where He encountered the 
Tempter. 
$e 

It will be helpful if we will notice 
the three phases in which the Tempta- 
tion came. The first one recorded by 
Luke was that of physical hunger. Along 
the line of that perfectly normal and 
natural need, Satan presented the temp- 
tation that the Lord Jesus should use 
His divine power to turn a stone into 
bread. As the Creator, the Lord Jesus 
had this power, and He had the right 
also to perform the deed, for were not 
the very arrangement of the atoms in 
the elements in accord with His own 
will and design? 

However, as the Lord Jesus showed by 
His answer, the act that Satan proposed 
was wrong because it violated the will 
of God, and placed His own physical 
hunger above God's plan for Him at that 
moment. ‘ 

se 


The second temptation that Luke re- 
cords was that the Lord Jesus obtain 
dominion over all the kingdoms of the 
world. This dominion was rightly His 
Satan was the usurper. Furthermore. 
the Lord knew that some day this do- 
minion would be given Him by the 
Father (Phil. 2:9-11). Here was the op- 
portunity to have it now. But again 
He showed the tempter the sin of yield- 
ing to the suggestion, for it involved wor- 
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ship of Satan instead of worship of God 
alone.

The third temptation mentioned by 
Luke was that of attracting the multi- 
tudes by throwing Himself from a pin- 
nacle of the Temple, on the assumption 
that God would send His angels to res- 
cue Him and prevent Him from being 
dashed to pieces on the ground. Once 
more the temptation offered something 
that was right and normal, for the Lord 
Jesus yearned over the multitudes and 
wanted them to follow Him in order that 
they might be saved and blessed. Here 
was a short cut that might by-pass Cal- 
vary. Once more the Lord Jesus put 
His finger upon the sin of such an act, 
because it would presume upon God’s 
care by deliberately inviting danger or 
destruction,

In all three phases of this temptation 
of the Lord, we may see Satan’s efforts 
to get the Lcerd Jesus either to distrust 
or mistrust His Father. It is the same 
temptation that he presents to us as we 
face the New Year. If you were to at- 
tempt to prepare a list that would an- 
swer the question propounded by this 
week's topic, what would you include? 


Would you put down health and 
strength, and a certain amount of money 
to meet physical needs? Would you 


good home and friends, and 
recreational opportunities? Now these 
things are not harmful in themselves, 
but they may be harmful when we look 
upon them as basic or primary, if life 
is to be worth while. 

The Lord Jesus, you will remember, 
said to Satan, “Man shall not live by 
bread alone” (Luke 1:4). Bread is a 
good thing, but only in the right place. 
When it is put before the Word of 
God or the will of God, even whole-

said, “My meat is to do the will of him 
that sent me, and to finish his work” 
(John 4:32, 34). As His disciples, He 
would have us “take no thought, saying, 
What shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed?
